Spaniard Painted President McKinley as 
Politicians Kaew Him. 


PERSONAL FEATURES CLOSED 


Queen Regent’s Government Should 
Express Deep Regret. 


- RELATIONS WILL BE CHANGED 


No Reason To Believe That Adminis- 
tration Will Force Any Expres- 
sion from Spain. | 


Washington, February 13.—(Special.)—Iif 
there were nothing more to the letter writ- 
ten by Dupuy DeLome than his references 
to the president, the international incident 
of which it has been the central figure 
would be closed by the exit of the late 
Spanish minister from the scene of his 
diplomatic triumphs. If the writer had 
stopped with his rather graphic picture of 
the policy pursued by the man in the white 
house wherein he characterized McKinley 
as ““weak and catering to the rabble * * * 
a low politician who desires to leave a door 
open’ to me and to stand well with the 
jingoes in his own party,” the future rela- 
tions between this government and that 
which he has been representing need under- 
go afiy change because of the personal in- 
discretion of the minister. But there is a 
vast deal more in the letter than that; and 
unless all signs fail the future relations 
between the United States and Spain will 
be very materially affected. 

Spain Has Not Done Right. 

So far as the personal insult goes it is a 
closed incident. Spain has not done exact- 
ly the right thing by failing to indicate re- 
gret for her minister’s indiscretion, but 
there is time yet for that. It can come in 
several ways. There are international pre- 
cedentg for delay until the arrival of the 
new minister who may convey some mes- 
sage of apology or regret at the time he 
presents his credentials even if no such 
message is received thivugh our minister 
at Madrid before. But even iff {t never 
comes; if Spain choses to forego the usual 
amenities there is no reason to believe that 
this government will force the issue fur- 
ther. DeLome is gone; the policy of the 
administration has been too distinctly pro- 
Spanish to admit of any open break over 
a& personal insult to the president, and it 
is also too pro-Spanish—too thoroughly 
controlled by the same powers that are in- 
terested in the validity of the Spanish debt 
~—to permit a Ureach, even were Spain to 
put herself in DeLome’'s shoes and make it 
a national. insult. 

There Will be no war. It ig extremely un- 
likely that there will be an open breach in 
the friendly intereourse of the two counh- 
tries through their diplomatic representa- 
tives. So far as this phase of the case is 
concerned it is, then, a closed incident, 

Matters Being Inquired Into. 

But General Woodford has been instruct- 
ed to make certain inquiries into othe? 
features of the now famous letter, and the 
nature of these inquiries shows that the 
administration realizes it cannot escape in- 
vestigation into the charge that it has been 
more or less willingly duped by Spanish 
double dealing both with regard to the au- 
tonomy farce and its accompanying fake— 
this reciprocal commercial treaty which it 
hae been negotiating with the autonomist 
government. 

lt is this phase of the question that 
makes it of serious importance. It is this 
that may force the administration from its 
position of friendship for Spain to one 
wherein the Cuban cause will etand some 
chance for consideration. 

DeLome’s letter lays bare the whole net- 
work of subterfuge which the Spanish 
diplomatists ut Madrid and Washington 
have built up to furnish this administra- 
tion the execuse for its There is 
distinct that success has not 
«ome to Spanish arms in Cuba; that au- 
tonomy fs a farce: that che question of 
commercial relations has been agitated 
solely for the purpose of affecting the 
American official mind. 

_ The Props Knockei Out. 

While this is in no sense news to the 
American the great majority of 
whom have seen through these flimsy sub- 
terfuges all the time the disclosures, 
coming as they do, completely knock from 
under the administration the props on 
which its entire Cuban policy has stood. It 
leaves the offcials of the 
ment written down as the dupes of Spain, 
and at the same time literally leaves the 
administration nothing on which to stand. 

In view of these disclosures there :must 
be a change in the policy of the administra- 
tion sooner oer later. No matter what re- 
Spanish government may make to 
public sentiment—the  senti- 
ment of the republican masses throughout 
the country—will not countenance a contin- 
uance of this pro-Spanish policy which has 
brought the republican leaders 
disgrace. 

Talk of Amateur Diplomacy. 

There is some talk among republicans 
here that indicates that a not altogether 
great admiration for the way in which the 
affairs of the state department have been 
conducted under this administration. To be 
sure much comes from the elements that 
were not particularly friendly with the 
McKinley administration until it got on top, 
but it is not entirely confined to that crowd 
This talk is of “amateur tacties’’ and all 
that. It is aimed at Judge Day, who is 
practically the head of the department and 
who has had entire control of all of the 
Spanish negotiations. 

Judge Day, it will be recalled, is a per- 
sonal friend of the president, and was taken 
from private life to assume charge of the 
foreign relations of the government, though 
his knowledge of the practical workings of 
a state department was only such as he 
could get in the practice of law at Canton. 
QO. When, in response to Mark Hanna's de- 
sire for a senatorial toga, old John Sher- 
man was. shoved out of the senate, where he 
was harmless and put at the head-of: the 
state department, McKinley realized that 
he must have somebody as Sherman's sub.

Boston, February 13.—At a meeting today 
in this city of sixty-five representatives 
of textile unions in New England it was 
unanimously voted to recommend that all 
unions call out the operatives in every 
cotton mill in New England. 

The meeting was practically the outcome 
of the recommendation President Gom- 
pers made to the Federation of Labor last 
Sunday, in which he urged the different 
unions to unite on some séttled policy re- 
garding the mill situation in New Eng- 
land, 

At that meeting a cvréraittee of three 
was appointed to take charge of the mat- 
a conference this committee 
a general meeting be 


ter, and after 
recommended that 
held to take definite action. 

Today the representatives of the various 
national textile assceciations assembled jin 
the Wells Memorial hall and for four 
fours discussed the situation from every 
standpoint. The primary object of the 
meeting was to devise some method of 
rendering assistance to the New Bedford 
strikers. 

It was pointed out today that if the 
strikers at New Be@ford could hold out Tor 
four weeks withdlit, receiving more than 
20 cents per operative per week in the 
way of outside assistance, other mill opera- 


tives could stand a similar strain, and 


that if all went out it would precipitate 
a crisis that would have to be met witb- 
in a short time by the manufacturers, It 
was also shown that the mule spinners 
excellent condition as 
funds; that the United Textile Work- 
ers and the New England Federation of 
Weavers were also in good shape, but 
that the rest were short of funds, 

Other questions were also discussed and 
at length the matter was put to a vote, 
no one being registered against the motion 
that the different unions should order a 
general strike in every cotton mill in New 
England until a satisfactory adjustment 
of wuges could be arranged. 

It now remains for The various nation- 
al unions to take action on the recom- 
mendation, but what this action will be ts a 
matter of conjecture. If all should ac- 
quiesce and vote to strike, 147,000 operatives 
would undoubtedly cease work and the 
manufacture of cotten good throughout 
New England wou!d be at a standstill. If, 
on the other hand, only a few unions should 
vOte to strike. the refusal of the others 
would still keep a large portion of the 
mills in operation. 

Inasmuch, however, as the meeting was 
the outcome of President Gompers’s sug- 
gestions and as he admonished the mem- 
bers of the Federation of Labor to join 
hands and assist the New Bedford strik- 
ers. it seems probable nearly every union 
will carry out the reeommendations. and 
that one of the greatest strikes ever seen 
in this country is impending.

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ELEVATOR PROVES DEATH TRAP.

New York, February 13—Mrs. Arthur 
Levy, wife of a member of the wholesale 
clothing firm of Hays, Goldberg & Co., 
was instanily killed t&night in an elevator 
at the Holland house. 

A party of ladies, of which Mre. Levy 
Was one, had accepted an invitation of 
H. C. Marks, a St. Louis merchan&® to go 
to the Holland house, where he was a 
guest, and look at a display of phoio- 
graphs which he had gathered. Teaching 
the Holland house, Mr. Marks esccrted 
the ladies to the elevator and gave crders 
to have them escorted to the parlor, he 
returning to the hotel desk. 

On entering the elevator Mrs. Levy 
placed her hand upon her forehesd and 
complained of dizziness to her compan- 
ions. Before they could repiy the elevator 
boy had closed the door of the shaft, 
gripped his lever and the car ¥:9t Up 
with a bound. Almost at .he same moment 
Mrs. Levy reeled and fell wrth ber head 
out of the door. The elevator wes about

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Vessels manned by Japanese crews, the 
Japanese- resenting any instructions or 
surveillance from European officers and re- 
serving an especial grudge for European 
passengers. Severa) cases have been report- 
ed of officers already marked by at- 
tack by the Japanese and warned to with- 
draw from the service, the retention of 
their positions being invariably followed 
by a murderous attuck from ambushed 
Japanese enemies. 

“A case in point is reported from the N. 
Y. K. liner Hakata Maru, from Japan via 
Hong Kong for Trieste. There were thirty- 
eight passengers on board the liner, many 

who were repeatedly attacked by the Jap- 
anese crew whenever they left their own 
staterooms after ni ightfall. On New Year's 
day, The Telegraph says, all the Japanese 
sailors and waiters, ‘‘mad drunk” and clad 
only in breech clouts, made an organized 
attack on the English officers and passen- 
gers of the Hakata Maru. 

“The Japanese, armed with knives, crow- 
bars and belaying pins, brut ally beat the 
chief engineer and his third assistant and 
attacked a passenger, Thomas Hall, in his 
berth, cutting his head open with a marlin 
spike. According to the account in The 
Telegraph. the officers and most of the 
passengers were driven to the bridge, 
where, unarmed. forty Englishmen kept 
one hundred drink-maddened Japanese at 
bay during the entire night by brandishing 
their walking sticks. 

“The Shanghai Recorder deplores any 
partition of Chima, which, it says. will cer- 
tainly be unfavorable to missionary work. 
adding that it will be a sad thing, not only 
for China, but for all concerned, if the 
powers undertake such action, predicting 
that partition would be the beginning of 
unending strife and bloodshed.

NORTH AND SOUTH 


The Arkwright Club’s Report Taken 
"Up and Analyzed. 


IS TOO MUCH FOR ITS SIDE 


Wages Paid South Fully Equal to 
Those in North. 


“CHEAP LABOR” IS NOTHING BUT A CLUB 


It Is Used to Bathe the Heads of Mas- 
sachusetts Operatives—Why the 
South Succeeds.

Boston, Mass., February 13.—(Staff Cor- 
respondence The Constitution.)—A most 
remarkable production was the report 
adopted by the Arkwright Club in refer- 
ence to the competition between northern 
and southern mills. 

If this letter were not being written in 
Massachusetts it would be in order to say 
that figures He. In fact, Mr. Amory, of 
New York, said the other day that they do 
lie. But that was in New York and this is 
being written in Boston, hence the need 
of great circumspection in speech. 

This club is composed of well-paid gen- 
tlemen who act as treasurers for the cot- 
ton mills of Massachusetts. With salaries 
running all the way’ from $15.000 to $30,000 
apiece, they are comfortable with them- 
elves and not inclined to take on too much 
exertion. In a dignified and respectable 
way they became aware of the fact that 
there was something the matter with the 
trade, and through the orderly movement 
of the most conservative committee they 
proceeded to fipd out what was really the 

5 This committee was composed, 
however, of gentlamen sufficiently well 
versed in the, interpretation of specifica- 
tions to sshd, eosbbetition bids for furnish- 
ing the goods, hence they might be safely 
entrusted with the honor of Massachusetts, 
or so much of it as Senator Hoar would 
permit others to assume responsibility for.

“In our opinion,’ reported this commit- 


tee, “the cheap labor, long hours and free- 
dom from legislative interference are the 
chief advantages, and the others are unim- 
portant and of doubtful value.” 

And again: 

“The sole causes of the growing suprem- 
acy in the south are the hours of labor and 
the wages.”’ 

While this was very satisfactory to the 
respectab.e gentlemen present, giving them 
the necessary excuse for reduction “in or- 
der to meet the southern standard,’’ it 
was deemed wise to throw a sop to public 
opinion in the presentation of certain al- 
leged facts. For instance, they stated that 
it Was necessary to dig twenty-five feet 
deep to find a foundation for a mill in the 
south. This sprightly piece of news about 
a big hole in the ground was received with 
becoming decorum. Then the south lost 
all the benefit of cotton freights in the 
transportation of its goods. “The cost of 
labor in the south is about 40 per cent 
lower than it is in the north.’”’ When ex- 
Governor Bullock next comes up to 
Charlestown for the sea breeze he had bet- 
ter have a little talk with these gentlemen 
and put them on a surer foundation. Then 
to figures, obtained from 
mills, with which

How Figures May Be Used. 

this statement,’ says 
the committee, “a better basis for com- 
parison given by taking a given 
number of spindles and showing the cost of 
running them in both places. The cost of 
running 112 slubber spindles, 4068 intermedi- 
ate and 408 fine in one mill we visited was 
$26.70 for sixty-«s'x One hand runs 
two slubbers of fifty-six spindles each, at 
79 Cents per day; three hands run four in- 
termediate frames of 102 spindles each, at 
80 cents per day each, and two hands run 
three fine frames of 126 spindles each, at 65 
cents per day each. 

“In one of the, newest and best arranged 
northern mills the same number of spin- 
dies of each kind is run the same lengih 
of time for $25.84, a price 3% per cent more 
than in the southern mill. In another 
northern mill, not so: wel! arranged and 
o'der, the same work costs $43.29, which 
ig 62 per cent more than in the southern 
milj.’’ 

. In this estimate, where the wages actual- 
ly paid the operatives is no: given, but 
where the entire expenses are lumped in 
and divided by the spindles, the effect is 
entirely misleading. Figures from isolated 
and poorly paid southern mills are used ag 
a& comparison against the highest labor and 
best skill of New England. Anybody could 
win at figures in this way. But in dividing 
the whole expense by the spindle it is 
easy to make out a strong showing. While 
in New Bedford the other day the writer 
found a most intelligent operative, to 
whom the quoted Paragraphs above wera 
read. 
‘ , { e mills figure 
and expense® of the vear 
they do so by the spindle. They put every- 
thing into the calculation, from the broker 
outside, who gets § cents a bale for 
transferring the cotton. to the selling 
agent, the president and the directors, and 
al their uncles and aunts who are pro- 
vided for from the mill treasury. Take 
the Wamsutta as an exampie. It has a 
président and board of directors, all wel} 
paid, a treasurer at $20,000 a year, one 
agent at $15,000 a year, three superintend- 
ents at $1,800 a year each. Then there are 
the different overseers, cotton sorters, 
typewriters, and so on. Add up all these 
figures and you will see how small a sum 
comes to us. We have to do the work and 
starve and go poorly clad in order that a 
few men may roll in luxury.”

Truth About the Southern Mills. 

Now, as ‘to the southern: milis making 
money, that is a “Yact, but it is from 
causes absolutely removed from that put 
forward by the Arkwright -Club, which 
the gentlemen composing it- understand 
perfectly well, though it does not now 
sult their purpose te acknowledge it. In 
trying to prove that the south’s advan- 
tage is her labor the club proves too much, 
for the fact is th labor, as regards the 
skill of it, is unsatisfactory, though the 
laborers themselves have the capacity to 
become experts if they would but devote 
their lives to it. It has hitherto been 
somewhat difficult to-get true figures from 
the south, for the sole reason that every 
mill owner imagined that he was running 
a business, as an Irish expression goes, 
“unbeknownest"’ to everybody, and he did 
not care about giving a good thing away. 
They have even gone so far as to decry 
the possibilities of their own section in 
order to keep off the supposed cncroach- 
ment of new ventures in the field. They 
are now awaking to the fact, however, 
that this is more than a personal mutter, 
and is more general. The south is raising 
10,000,000 bales of cotton annually: Good, 
bad, or indifferent, that fact re- 
mains, and it is going to be 
manufactured into cloth DY sone- 
body; if not in the south, then 
in New England, and if not there, then in 
oid England or in Japan. But one-third of 
this cotton is now manufactured in this 
country. Since one-third of it, then why 
not the other two-thirds as well, and if in 
the United States, why not in the south 
rather than in New England? 

A Southern Manufacturer Talks. 

On this line the views of Mr. M. M. Bar- 
ringer, of Eufaula, Ala., now up this way 
are of special signifi- 
cance. Mr. Barringer has been in business 
as a banker, merchant and cotton mill 
owner there for thirty-four years. 

“The advantages are all in our favor," 
said he. ‘“‘When cotton goes to Boston it 
has freight added to it. The broker gets 
a rake-off for handling it: ff the mill 
owner wants time he has to pay interest 
on it, and even if he buys it in large bulk 
there is the Interest on the investment tv 
carry. We’ have made money right along 
at our Eufaula mill. We buy our cotton 
from the Wagon as ft passes and do not 
need to keep large stocks at a time. Our 
operatives are well paid, have nice houses, 
plenty of room, and are respected, each 
one for what he is worth, Now, our mills 
are branching out into bleachings and the 
higher grades of goods. The other day 1 
was in Columbus, Ga., and visitéd the 
Eagle and Phenix mills. I was surprised 
at the advanced work which they had gone 
into. They were making carpets, portiers 
and towelings of the best quality. For the 
first time in thirty-four vears I failed to 
lay in a stock of this kind of merchandise 
from New York, but ordered it from Co- 
lumbus, paying them the full market price. 
I induced one fafmer years ago to invest 
$11,000 in this factory, and he has never 
ceased to thank me for my suggestion. We 
ean work full time all the year round. 
While in the New England mills there is a 
shortening up in winter. 

Interest to Capitalists. 

“Nothing wil build up our country 
more quickly,” continued Mr. Barringer, 
‘than the manufacture of our product. Let 
northern capitalists onee understand the 
great profits which are in the business. and 
they will begin to dot our land all over 
with factories. I do not mean the New 
England mill owners, who wants to trade 
old machinery for a majority stowk against 
our ready cash. I know of one case where 
one of these mill owners tried to place 
s0uth machinery for a $40,000 interest for 
which he was glad later an to accept $6,000. 
For ten years these northern mills have 
been living by their 
making new designs and trying to 
promote A field. for them, in 
mixing in a certain pereentnge of low- 
grade cotton, and in various other Ways 
hav? they tried to save themselves. New

PREPARING FOR PRIMARIES 


Will Prescribe Qualifications of Voters 
in It. 


QUITE PROBABLE NO CHANGE WILL BE MADE 


But That Each County Will Be Al- 
lowed To State Its Own Quali- 
fications for Voters. 


Montgomery, Ala., February 13.—(Special.) 
The democratic state executive committee 
will meet in this city on next Tuesday to 
fix the time and place for holding the next 
state convention to fix a date for the pri- 
ee and county conventions to be held 
in the‘state and to prescribe the qualifica- 
tion of votes in the primaries. 

It is probable that the committee wil 
establish qualifications identical with those 
adopted two years ago, or at least of sim- 
ilar import. It provided as follows: 

“That we hereby invite all conservative 
voters, irrespective of past political associ- 
ations or differences, who can unite with 
us in the effort for pure, economical and 
constitutional government, and who will 
support -he nominee and principles of the 
democraiic party, to join with us in send- 
ing delegates to the approaching state con- 
vention. 

“Second—Fixing the vote of each county 
in convention, 

“Third—Each county executive committee 
shall decide for its county whether the del- 
egates to the state convention shall be se- 
lected by primary election, beat meetings, 
county convention or mass meetings. 

“Fourth—No delegates to the congres- 
sional conventions shall be elected at the 
Same time that delegates the elected to 
the state convention. “Delegates to the con- 
gressional convention shall be elected in 
such manner as the respective county ex- 
ecutive committees shall determine, on Sat- 
urday, the 22d day of August, 1896, and the 
congressional conventions of the several 
districts in the state shall be held on Tues- 
day, September 1}, 1896. at such places as 
the respective congressional executive com- 
mittees may determine. Each eounty shall 
be entitled to the same number of dele- 
gates in the congressional convention that 
it is allowed under the foregoing apportion- 
ment in the state convention.” 

The committee met a year ago to estab- 
lish a precedent for the party in the mat- 
ter of municipal primaries. At that meet- 
ing it was resolved as follows: 

“That we hereby cordiaviy invite all con- 
servative voters, irrespective of past po- 
litical associations, or differences, who can 
unite with us in the effort for pure and 
economical and constitutional government, 
and who will support the nominees and 
principles of the democratic party to partic- 
ipate in the primaries of the party through- 
out the state. 

“Resolved, further, That all persons so 
participating in the primaries, or mass 
meetings of the party hereafter to be held, 
thereby pledge themselves to support the 
nominees of such primaries, conventions or 
mass meetings, whether municipal, county, 
state or federal. 

“Resolved, further, That it shall be com- 
petent for the local executive committee of 
each county to determine whether any 
other than white voters shall be gllowed to 
participate in said primaries.” 

The primaries in the last campaign were 
held on Angil llth, the county conventions 
on April 15th, and the state convention on 
April 21st. It appears probable that about 
the same dates will be selected for the ap- 
proachine’ conventions.

of the administration attitude and sized 
up the president so completely that a dis- 
pesition to smile took the place of the 
tendency to feel resentful that was looked 
for. 

Two Unpardonable Sins. 

DeLome did two things unpardonable in 
&@ diplomat: he wrote a letter and he told 
the truth. The wisest of the world’s dip- 
lomatists it was, I believe. who gave tlie 
advice--‘neyer write a letter and never 
destrcey cne.”” and it is a cordinal principle 
of diplomacy to avoid telling the truth. 
If it were not that lying is the basis of 
ciplomacy, there would be 1:0 need of dip- 
lomats; small salaried officials «ould tell 
the truih, it takes high-salaried ones to 
fill Giplomatic posts. 

DeLceme made one mistake, however, {a 
his characterization of McKinley, but it 
Wus natural from his standpoint.

Defenders in a Bad Way.

If there is anr- 
thing itt common report, some of these 
Spanish cCefenders, newspapers and men, 
are likely to lege a good thing in the de- 
patture »{f LeLome. They have been verp 
close to him. He is quoted as having said 
last summer that Ife “was not spending 
$30,000 a month in Washington for nothing,” 
but of eourse I do not pretend to Know 
where any of that went. 

These friends of Senor DeLome are 
tenting themselves in condemning the ac- 
tion of the person who abstracied the let- 
ter frOm the mails and gave it into the Nands 
of the Cuban junta. That is, of course, 
beside the controversy. All's fair in love 
and war, though, and it is a pretty poor 
case that has to rest on condemnation of 
a Cuban patriot, fighting or working for 
his country’s freedom, who risked his 
life to secure the tell-tale document. I am 
of the opinion that the Cuban who wouldn't 
do just that thing, if he had a chance to 
do such service for his country, would be a 
pretty poor sort of a patriot. 

Advice to Republicans. 

If the advice of Senator Chandler any 
longer had force in republican councils .an 
interview With him published today might 
be taken as significant of the use to which 
the administration wou.d endeavor to put 
this DeLome episode. In that interview 
Senator Chandler says: 

The republican party will most cer- 
tainly go down to defeat in the congres- 
sional elections next fall if the eom- 
paign is fought upon the money issue 
alone. Only one thing can save us. 
The present republican administration 
must come out boldly for the annexa- 
tion of Hawaii and the: freedom of 
Cuba, If we have a vigorous foreign 
polcy wWe can forget our differences, 
rally our forces and win. 

I believe that before the congressional 
elections come President MeKinley will 
make Cuba free. Instead of waiting for 
the accomplishment of this much desired 
end by executive act when congress is 
not in session, it would be better to do 
it before congress adjourns in May. 
This would be the straightforward. 
courageous policy, and would be ap- 
plauded by the whole country. 

With the republican party abandoning 
all effort to secure international bimet- 
allism. with its distinguished leaders 
ridiculing the idea, and with Secretary 
' Gage going out of his way to declare 
the inviolability of the gold standar@a. 
we need expect no victory next fall on 
the financial issue alone. The elections 
will be fatal to us and will pave the way 
to a democratic president in 1900. On 
the other hand, if we divert attention 
from this subject to a glorious Amer!- 
can policy of adding territory to our 
domain and giving liberty to an oppress- 
ed people, the republican majority wil) 
be so large next fall that we will never 
get through counting it. 

Such a policy wou'd not lead to trou- 
ble. I do not believe that Spain will 
willingly surrender? Cuba to freedom, 
but I think that if the United States 
should @eliberately and completely de- 
clare its determination to make Cuba 
free, Spain will not fire the first ¢un. 
There will be no war. Cute ean be 
made free by the United States. If, 
lOwever, the alternative of war comes, 
it would strengthen the patriotiem of 
the American nation to be concerned in 
the struggle of a peop'e who are seeking 
liberty. 

Of course the senator knows as well as 
anybody else that there is no chance of 
sidetracking the money question. It would 
doubtless be well, as he says. to do this 
and foree a brand of jingoism especialy 
prepared for the occasion to the front, but 
the republicans could not do that if they 
desired. The senator has, however, very 
clearly shown the country the weakness of 
the republican position and as a contribu-

A man who stands well in Atlanta and 
who would have never been suspected of 
such a crime may be arrested today, It is 

d evidence ts in the hands of the author- 
ttles to prove that the man carried the 
child to the spot where it was found. The 
chain of circumstantial evidence that binds 
him to the crime is conclusive and certain 

Two young men, Walter Cole and L. F. 
Reese, were strolling through the woods 
near the river car line, four miles and a 
half from the oity, yesterday afternoon 
when they came upon the gruesome ob- 
ject they afterwards found to be the body 
of a dead child: The on A was panttalty 
cover by lar stones. The young 
pnts Bm Revs ay dA notified Hilburn & 
Bowden, who in turn informed the coroner. 
Coroner Stamps went our on the river car 
about dark and went to the spot where 
the child was found. He spent an hour at 
the place. When he came ‘back he brought 
with him the body of the child and evi- 
dence to show who carried it there, 

No wilder, rougher or fitter spot could 
be found for a mufder and an opportunity 
to hide it than the rugged, cliff-like hill 
that rises from the little branch just one- 
half mile from the car line, beyond the cOy- 
ered bridge, nearly five mies from the city. 
Tt was on this cliff that the babe’s body 
was found. 

A man was crouched behind a clump of 
rocks on the crest of thle hil watching the 
body when the two young men came upon 
it. They saw his face and knew it. The 
murderer had by some strange impulse 
been dragged back ‘to the scene of his 
crime. Perhaps it was.to see if his victim's 
body was still undisturbed. When he was 
seen he fled over the hfll and into the 
darkenfng swamp, where the fast failing 
eee of the evening hid him from pur- 
sult. 

Coroner Stmaps absolutely refused to 
give any information as to who the mur- 
derer is. He has. the evidence, but would 
tell nothing. The inquest will be held this 
morning at the undertaking establishment 
of Hilburn & Bowden. 

A Constitution representative who inves- 
tigated the murder found that on Thursday 
evening a tall man boarded an outgoing car 
to the Chattahoochee river. He had a large 
bundie in his hands. The man attracted at- 
tention on the car from the fact that he 
endeavored to sit apart from the other 
occupants of the car. Four mijes from the 
city the car line crosses a creek on a cov- 
ered bridge, which is familiar to all who 
have been to the river. Just beyond this 
bridge the man left the ear with his 
Strange bundle and disappeared into the 
swamp. A half hour later he hoarded the 
incoming car at the place where he had 
disembarked and came ‘back to ‘the city. 
The body of the child was found near this 
place. It was that of a child not more than 
three or four days old when killed. It 
was a finely developed ¢hild and weighed 
more than twelve pounds. Not more than 
ten days ago the dead body of a baby was 
found just out of the city on the Georgia 
railroad. Two weeks ago: aflother body was 
found on the railroad between Atlanta and 
East Point. Still another body was found a 
few days previous to this.

Blue Ridge, Ga., February 13.~(Special,)—

‘he arrival of Mr. Weekes to call upon 
the sheriff and posse to proceed to the 
scene of the tragedy and restore quiet, 
prought the first news of the terrible oc- 
e--rence. The sheriff at once summoned a 
strong fore”. and is now absent upon their 
missio". 

They Guyed the Stranger. 

The scene of the traecdy is at a little 
eountry church about twelve miles distant 
from this point. It seems that the congre- 
gation had quietly assembled for the pur- 
poss of devotion, while some of the young, 
nen remained outside to discuss the topics 
ef the day rather than to enter the house 
g{ worship. A young man named Raw- 
ins, frem North Carolina, who has been 
yisiting this sectiGn, made his apnearance 
and Was quietly toward the 
church door whea some of the boys began 
poking fun at him because of some pecu- 
iarity in his gait, The worcs spoken were 
$0 offerisive that Mr. Rawlins turned around 
to reply to What was sal!, when a young 
man iamed Frey began abusing him with 
a ‘diley of vile oaths. The two men came 
tegether and the young North Carolinian 
was about to get the best of it, when Whit 

Dillard, anether of the onlookers, drew 
‘his pistol and fired at Rawlins. The bal} 
entered the man’s face on the left cheek 
and ranging to the back of his neck killed 
vim instantly and he died in the clutches 
of his adversary. 


The Slayer Killed. 

By this time everybody within hearing 
was aroused and the deepest indignation 
prevailed that the young men should have 
precipitated a tragedy in such a place. 
Dillard had quietly slipped away with sev- 
“ral of his‘companions, seeking a place of 
safety. Esquire Galloway, one of the lead- 
ing citizens, and a nhumber of responsible 
meh, got together and decided that the 
foul tragedy should be avenged. Mounting 
the horses tied to the neighboring trees, 
they put out in pursvit and soon overtook 
the flying homicide. They called upon him 
to surrender, but to this he paid no atten- 
tion, merely laughing at their command. 
Finally when he saw that the men were in 
earnest, he turned around, and ‘backing 
himself against a tree announced that he 
would die game. Then the firlng began, 
when a bullet from the posse struck him 
with fatal effect and he fell to the ground 
with his finger upon the trigger of his pis- 
tol, dying in the very act of giving re- 
sponse to his assailants. 

Reprisals Were Feared. 

The terrible tragedy at the church and 
the equally terrible vengeance visited upon 
the criminal has stirred up the people in- 
tensely, All conservative law-abiding peo- 
ple indorse the action of- the posse, but 
the dead man had friends who threatened 
to make some reprisal for the action. It

The negroes of Darktown hive repertcd 
to the police that a large black bear kas 
been running loose in thelr settlement at 
night and they for protection. % he 
Darktownites may not be afraid «f crap 
shooters, highway robbers, e¢*c°1ped cor- 
victs and police spies, but they draw the 
line on black bears. 

The hcare first started five days ago, 
when.a@ negro ran like a madmin into @ 
neighbor's house and exclaimed excitedly 
that he had just seen a huge bear gallop- 
ing down a lane. The neighbor, so it is 
sald, went out and soon returned without 
his hat and shy on breath. 

Since then it is reporied that the black 
bear has been seen a numberof times 
and that he has come very near eating up 

little boy. 

One negro woman states that on Friday 
night she heard a noise among her 
pet fowls and when she went out to see 
what causeg the clatter she saw twhat she 
at first to be 2 cow running off 
and then she looked again and it was a 
bear. He had eaten all her chickens ex- 
cept one old ““dominicker’’ rooster. 

Saturday night a crowd of negroes gzsve 
the alarm and a party went out armed 
with shotguns, pistols, clubs, rocks and 
razors. They saw a big black something 
running down a street and they gave 
chase. The animal was killed and it was 
a Newfoundland dog. 

The bear jis said to have been seen again 
last night and about half-past 7 o'clock a 
committee of Darktownites ealled aft the 
police barracks ahd asked the captain of 
police if he could not do something for 
the settlement. The captain said that bears 
were out of his jurisdiction, but he would 
instruct his men on that beat if they 
found any black bears running around 
loose to kill therm.

Censtitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., February 13.—(Special.)-~Deputy 
Sheriff Smith, of Twiggs county, arrived 
in Macon this morning at 9 o'clock from 
Jeffersonville, with Mrs, Elizabeth Nobles, 
who was sentenced yesterday afternoon by 
Judge Smith to be hanged on March 23th. 
Mrs, Nobles Was placed in the Bibb jail 
for safe keeping, where she was seen this 
morning by The Constitution correspondent. 
She appeared in excellent health and spir- 
its, and talked freely. She expressed here 
self as deeply grateful to her attorney, 


Mr. Marion Harris, of Macon, for his ef-' 


forts in her behalf, and said he made a 
splendid speech yesterday in the Jefferson- 
ville courthouse. She says he is laboring 
for her without a cent of reward, and thut 
he had to pay $ out of his own pocket 
to ‘hire a conveyance to bring him from 
Jeffersonville to Macon last night. She 
Says she knows that he will do everything 
in his power io save her from dying on 
the gallows. Mrs. Nobles\statea that there 
Was a large number of people assembled 
in Jeffersonville yesterday to see her, but 
none of her relatives wére present. She 
sald perhaps they did not know that she 
was to be brought to Jeffersonville and 
sentenced at that time. 

In reply to a quesiion, Mrs. Nobles satd 
that her daughter, Debbie. was now living 
with her husband and farming, near Nash- 
ville, Ga. Mrs. Nobles said: “If I have 
to hang on March 25th I will take it as my 
lot and say nothing.” At no time has she 
seemed to realize her terrible situation. 

Conference of Colored Baptists. 

An educational conference of more than 
usual significance will be held here next 
Wednesday. It will be composed of dele- 
gates from all of the principal negro Bap- 
tist eburches of the state, assembled to 
meet General T. J. Morgan, corresponding 
secretary of the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society, and Rev. M. ‘MacVicar, 
LI. D., superintendent of the society's edu- 
cational work. 

The immediate purpose of the convention 
is to consider the propriety of organizing 
a permanent educational board, represent- 
ing all the negro Baptist churches, to work 
in co-operation with the Home Mission Sa- 
ciety in promoting the educational inter- 
ests of the negro Baptists of the state. 
The general plan is to appoint a finanseial 
secretary, who shall be supported jointly 
by the educational conference and the 
Home Mission Society. who shall give his 
entire time and strength to promoting the 
interests of education, hunting up young 
men and young women and encouraging 
them to enter some of the schools already 
established, and soliciting funds for Spel- 
man seminary, the Atlanta Baptist college 
and secondary schools in affiliation With 
them. 

[It is believed that such a union of the 
forces at the present time will entirely do 
away With whatever cf friction or misun- 
derstanding has existed héretofore, and 
will awaken a new interest in the cause of 
education. There is a very large number 
of negro Baptists in the State, and if they 
can be united heartily and enthusiastically 
they can greatly increase the number of 
students {n the schools, ana@ add largely to 
the financia! resources of these institutions 
which have alreagy done so much for their 
up-lifting. 

To Raise $10,000. 

Rev. O. B. Wilson, formerly of Virginia. 
but now of Tuscaloosa, Ala.. occupied the 
pulpit. of the First Presbyterian’ eborch 
this morning, and spoke from the pulpit 
of the Tattnall Square Presbyterian church 
tonight. The subject of his discourse was 
the education of the negro. Rev. Mr. Wil- 
son is the authorized agent sent cut by 
the general assembly of the Southern 
Presbyterian church on a tour of ihe 
south for the purpose of raising $10,000 to 
establish a farm in connection with the 
Stilman school, a colored theological insti- 
tution located at Tuscaloosa, and under 
the control, patronage and support cf the 
seutiern general assembly. It is proposed 
to establish the farm and thereby make 
the college self-supporting by supplying 
all the necessary products for the con- 
sumption of the students, and <ell the 
overplus. Mr. Wilson is meeting With 
much success in his work. After his ad- 
dresses today and tonight a collection by 
card wos taken up with Satisfactary re- 
sults, Mr. Wilson will be in Columbus to- 
morrow night.

Wilson in behalf of a 
school, and the hold- 
ing of the above mentioned educational 
conference on Wednesday in the interest 
of negro Baptist schools, is significant, 
and shows the concern that is being mani- 
fested in the south in the uplifting and 
education of the negro.

Opinions Expressed by Messrs. Rea- 
gan and Cullom When Iriterstate 
Commerce Act Was Pending.

The claim has often been made that con- 
gress intended to confer the power to make 
railroad rates upon the interstate com- 
merce commission. This claim has been as 
frequently Genied. : 

Ta settle the disputed point Mr.. Edward 
W. Hines, an attorney of Washington for 
ten years and official reporter the su- 
preme court of Kentucky, bas made a 
thorough synope!s of the debates in con- 
gress on the interstate commerce act. 
These debates extended over more than 
three years and covéred 2,000 pages of the 
Congressional Record. After completing his 
review Mr. Hines embodied the substane 
of the discussion on this point in a letter of 
a few pages, and he says that the debates 
clearly prove that the members of congress 
who advocated the act well those 
who were opposed to it understood ptainly 
that it conferred no rate making power on 


the commission. 
In his preface to the review Mr. Hines 


writes as follows: 
The Original Bill. 

“To intelligently appty the debates i: may 
be necessary to keep in mind the points 
wherein the several bills pending in the 
ehouse and senate at different times differed 
from each other. 

“On December 2, 1£84, the house took up 
a bill theretofore reported by committee 
entitled ‘a bill to establish a board of com- 
missioners of interstate commerce and to 
regulate such commerce.’ 

“This bi'l declared that all charges shall 
be reasonable, and prohibited discrimina- 
tion. Fora violation of these provisions it 
gave to any person injured a right of action 
for uctual damages tv be recovered in any 
state or United States court of competent 
jurisdiction, and also provided that any 
person Violating the act should be subject 
to a fine. A commlssiongof three members 
Was provided for, with power to entertain 
complaints and after a formal hearing to 
make a report and findlugs which should 
upon the refusal of the defendant tuo con- 
form to the decision be made the basis of a 
proceeding in court by the United Stutes 
district attorney in the name of the ag- 
grieved party, the relief to be granted in 
the event the report of the commission 
sheuld be sustained belng un injunction 
requiring the railroad company to desist 
from the act complained of. 

Mr. Reagan’s Substitute. 

“For this bili Mr Reagan proposed as a 
substitute a bill prohibiting discrimina‘ion. 
requiring all charges to be reasonable, pro- 
hibiting pooling and the charging of more 
for a short than a long haul, and fequiring 
rates to be posted, The substitute further 
provided tnat any person violating any of 
these provisions should forfeit’ to any per- 
son who should sustain damages thereby 
three times the amount of such damages. 
to be recovered in any court ef competent 
jurisdiction. The prinelpal point wherein 
the substitute differed from the bil! which 
finally became a law was that it made no 
provision for a commission, but sent all 
aggrieved persons directly to the ceurts. 
With a few unimportant amendments the 
substitute, was passed by the house Jan- 
uary 8, 18S, 

“at the time there was under consideta- 
tion in the senate a bill te establish a 
commission to regulate interstate com- 
merce and for other purposes. That bill 
provided for a commission of nine members 
to investigate ail questions relating to com- 
merce between the states, This commission 
was to make an annual réport to be trans- 
mitted to congress, an@ wus to make recom- 
mendations as to additional legislation, its 
first report ‘to be preceded with’ an in- 
vestigation of ‘the subject of interstate 
commerce ‘which shall embrace the subject 
of establishing a system of both maxiraum 
and minimum charges for transportation, 
and for the preservation of free competition 
Within the limits fixed.’ This bill also 
provided for the punishment of the offenses 
of extortion and unjust discrimination, and 
for the recovery of damages by any person 
injured thereby after a hearing by the 
commission, its report to be made the basis 
of a proceeding in court instituted by the 
United States district attorney in the name 
of the aggrieved party. This bill, 
unlike the bill Which finally  be- 
came a law, conta'ned no _ prohibition 
of pooling and no short and long haul 
clause; while the bill which finally became 
a law did not preserve the provision of this 
vill as to a report by the commission 
on the subject of establishing a system of 
loth maximum and minimum charges. 
There were other differences which do not 
seem material to am understanding of ihe 
debates. 

The Long and Short Haul. 

“January 2, Is}, the senate having pro- 
ceeded to the conskleration of the house 
bill, Senator Cullom moved that the senate 
bill be made an amendment to the house 
bill, striking out all after the enacting 
clause of the house bili and inserting 
the senate bill as a substitute. The amend- 
ment, with some amendments thereto. 
Was concurred in and the bill as.thus 
amended, being in substance the original 
Senate bill, was passed February 4, TRRS. 
When the house bfll as thus amended was 
reported back to the house that body 
fused to appoint 4 committee of confer- 
ence and so a new beginning had to be 
made, Thereupon, on March 17, 1885, the 
senate adopted a resolution for the appoint- 
ment of a special committee to inves- 
tigate and report upon the subject of the 
regulation of transportation by railroad 
and water routes in connection or in com- 
petition therewith. With the report provid- 
ed for in that resolution the committee 
appointed thereunder reported to ihe sen- 
ate a bill (S. 1332). which was taken up 
for consideration in the senate April 14, 
i886. This bil), unlike the former senate 
bill. contained a long and short haul clause, 
with power in the commission to make ex- 
ceptions, and also a provision as to the 
publication of rates, and provided for a 
commission of five instead of nine mem- 
hers. The general powers conferred upon 
the commission as to the investigation 
and hearing of complaints and the course 
provided subsequent to an investigation, 
were substantially the same as those pro- 
vided by the former bil. This bill, with 
certain amendments, passed the senate 
May 12, 1886, and together with a bij) there- 
tofore reported to the house, was taken 
up in the house July 21) 1886, the house bill 

ing offered as a substitute for the senate 
bill. The substitute. which was in sub-

The Commission’s Use. 


“Tt is a significant fact that the senators 


ed them to be most hostile to corporations 
were most bitterly opposed to a commis- 
sion, their argument being that as ‘he 
commission was without any real power 
it merely delayed the shipper in his ef- 
fort to get into the courts, and that this 
barrier should gnot be interposed. On the 
hand, the principal if not che only 
argument urged in favor of a commis=:on 
was that it would be an aid to the litigant 
in the preparation of his case, giving him 
the benefit of the special knowledge of 
the commissioners and putting behind Mm 
the power of the government to compel the 
prcduction of testimony, both oral and doc- 
umentary, thus enabling him to get jus- 
tice more surely and cheaply. 

“To those who opposed any legislation 
upon the ground that the common law af- 
forded the injured shipper ample relief, 
the answer was made that the shipper 
Was powerless to make out his case against 
the rich railroad corporation having pecue 
Nar knowledge of all the facts and with 
vastly superior advantages for procuring 
testimony, and that the purpose of 
interposing the commission Was meére- 
ly to enable the shipper to enforce 
common law principles. So it seems clear 
that in empowering the commission to 
make orders which, if not complied with, 
were to be made the basis of proceedings in 
court. it was not contemplated that the 
commission should have any greater power 
than the court would have upon a direc. 
resort to them by the aggrieved shipper. 
And as no one ever thought of contend- 
ing that the courts would have power to 
make rates, it cannot be supposed that it 
occurred ‘to congress that it was conferring 
upon the commission that power. 

Deemed It Unwise. 

“But it unnecessary to resort 
inferenees, conelusive though they 
for the purpose of refuting the argument 
that it was intended to confer upon the 
commission the rate mgking power, :0. 
view of ‘the fact that both Senator Cullom 
and Representative Reagan, who prepared 
and had in charge the senate and house 
bills. respectively. disclaimed any intention 
to fix rates or to confer upon the com- 
mission the power to do so, and that Mr, 
Miller. of the senate committee, said not 
only that the bill did not attempt to fix 
rates, but that the committee did not 
believe to ‘be wise to give that power to 
the commission. Mr. Anderson, of 
house, also said that neither of the bills 
purported to regulate rates and that he 
Was anxious to go further than either otf 
these bill and enact legislation ‘which 
Shall be affirmative action regulating the 
rates of these roads.’ 

“The fact that no amendment was ever 
offered so extending the powers of the com- 
mission as to include the making of rates 
is entitled to some weight, for in view of 
the disclaimers referred to it cannot be 
urged that this omission was due to the 
fact that it was supposed that the power 
was already conferred. 

‘It is true Mr. MePherson in the genate 
did contend that the puwer of the commis- 
sion to compel the railroads to make their 
rates reasonable implied the power to &x 
rates, but that statements were by way 
of criticism, and b¢sides, was challenged 
by Mr. Camden, who said: ‘I beg pardon. 
The commission is not given power to fix 
rates, but the commission can decide 
whether a rate is reasonable or unreason- 
able.’

The special staff correspondent of The 
New York Journal of Commerce, who 
has been spending some time in this 
section studying industrial conditions, 
makes it a point to correct the absurd 
notion which prevails so commonly in 
the north and east\ concerning southern 
cotton mill labor. He says: 


The average northern idea of the south- 
ern mill hands is that they are careless of 
their appearance, slow in their movements 
and shiftless in their habits. That they 
may have been in the early stages of the 
industry, but they are very different now. 
The average mill hand, male or female, is 
neatly dressed in the mill and out of it, 
alert and quick when at work, domesticat- 
ed and tidy at home. ‘The help is drawn 
almost entirely from the agricultural pop- 
ulation of the various states and is purely 
American,.is easily taught and readily con- 
trolled. It is comfortably housed by the 
mills, and can do as much or more with the 
wages earned as northern operatives can 
do with their earnings. There is, further, 
much closer affinity between ihe manage- 
ment and the help than exists in the north, 
all tending toward a contentment which 
makes remote the probability of labor trou- 
bles of any account and gives the mill own- 
ers a security which is a valuable help in 
forming plans for future conduct of their 
business operations. : 

But in still further proof of the high 
character of the labor employed in our 
southern coton’ mills the quality of the 
goods manufactured speaks most con- 
clusively. Southern jobbers do not hes- 
itate to patronize southern cotton mills, 
not only because of their desire to build 
up home industries, but also because of 
the excellent quality of the goods man- 
ufactured. But our people are bent 
upon raising the standard of labor still 
higher. ‘Textile schools for the instruc- 
tion of operatives are going up in all 
parts of the south, and every assistance 
which legislation can lend in this direc- 
tion is being freely rendered, Surely in 
view of this fact the New England cot- 
ton manufacturers cannot persist in cut- 
ting themselves deliberately out of the 
immense advantages which they might 
reap by transferringstheir factories into 
the cotton fields.

who are introducing biils in the legisla- 
tures of some of the western states with 
a view of preventing reinsurance in (for- 
eign companies that have no license. ‘‘Ar- 
guments are presented,” says The Chicago 
Tribune, “by the American companies 
that they are placed at a great disad- 
vahtage in handling large lines by the 
eustom of reinsurance of these fwvreign 
companies. It is held that the home con- 
cerns are not able to compete with them 
in this matter. It is argued that the in- 
surance so placed in Europe escapes all 
taxation and all regulation by the insur- 
ance departments. They also claim that 
some of the companies which take the 
reinsurance are not as responsible as the 
assured has reason to believe from ftme 
standing of the foreign company iicensed 
to do business here and acting as an 
agent. The companies which make « prac- 
tice of reinsuring abroad say they are able 
to carry large lines in this way with less 
trouble to the assured than if he should 
be compelled to place the entire insurance 
in home companies or in the foreign com- 
panies admitted to the state.”’ . 


In Morris vs. the State Mutual L ‘fe 
Assurance Co. (39 Atl, R., 52) the sipreme 
court of Pennsylvania has just held that 
“where a life insurance policy is salient as 
to ‘suicide, it will not for such act be 
avoided as against the wife of the fusured, 
who is nominated beneficiary.” ‘The court 
intimated that it might have reached a éif- 
ferent conclusion, if the policy had been 
payable to the insured himself or to his 
personal representatives. The policy in the 
case under consideration, however, was 
taken out for the benefit of the w«:fe and 
children of the insured. The court held 
that they were bound by his representa- 
tions to the company and also by eny 
fraud which he might have committed in 
the course of procuring the policy. They 
were so bound because in taking cut the 
policy he was acting as their agent. But 
as soon as the policy was issued his 
agency was at an end, and the beneficiaries 
were not bound by any acts of the irsured 
committed thereafter unless such acts 
were in clear violation of some express 
condition of the policy.

The suggestion of Gunton’'s Magazine 
that “the decencies of life are not cheap- 
er in the south than in New Euagiland, 
But dearer,” calls for some explanation. 
There is no explanation to be fovnd in 
the further remark of the editor that 
“the difference between laborers who live 
on garden truck, and those who occupy 
five or six-room house; with mc cern 
furniture, send their children to ec hool, 
and occupy a position of recognized in- 
fluence in the community, is the differ- 
ence between civilization and barbar- 
ism.” r 

It will be observed that Gunton’s Mag- 
azine is inclined to deal with this mat- 
ter with an air of absolute partisanship 
that is unpardonable in a periodical that 
purports to be devoted to philosophical 
discussion. Because the southern 
operatives have an abundance of 
fresh and wholesome vegetables, 
which they can take or leave 
according to their taste, it does not 
follow that they have no other kind of 
food, or that they live out of doors like 
some of the Asiatic tribes, or that they 
live in tents like the Arabs or Indians, 
or that they have no schools and 
churches. 

The houses occupied by the employees 
of southern mills will compare favorably 
with those of the eastern mills.

Furniture of the antique variety 
commands a very high premium. As 
for the “decencies of life’—a vague 
term which we do not profess to accur- 
ately understand in the connection in 
which it is employed by Gunton’s edi- 
tor—why should they be any dearer in 
the south than in New England?

Render Fuller is in the Grady hospital 
again. He was lying in one of the little 
white cots when a reporter of The Con- 
stitution visited the children’s ward yes- 
terday afternoon. His large, pathettc eyes 
stared about and fell with wonder on the 
face of the stranger at his bedside. Then 
a smile flitted over the white faco. 

The child, helpless because of a diseased 
spine, was first taken to the hospital when 
it was found in the woods where it had 
been abandoned by his father, Bud Fuller. 
After being in the hospital for several 
weeks it was transferred-to the Home for 
the Friendless, and it remained there for 
three or four months. A few days ago 
Render was sent to the hospital from the 
home because he was sick. 

Dr. Brewster said yesterday: 

‘We were notified by the ladies at the 
Home for the Friendless not to send the 
Fuller child back there again. You know it 
has been at the home for quite awhile and 
we thought it had been gettled that the 
child was to stay there. Now we have 
been told that we must either keep the 
litt!'e waif ourselves or provide some other 
place of abode for it. I don’t know what 
we shall do about it. I wrote to the child's 
uncle,’ a Mr. Brown, at Woodbury, Gz2., 
and I received a ietter from him this morn- 
ing in which he states that he is not 
financially able to provide for the little 

y. You see, it takes more to look after 
a helpless six-year-old boy than it would 
for a cnild who was able to move about 
and partly iook after himself. Render is 
as helpless as a babe a month old and 
must be attended by a nurse all the while. 
He cannot move his hands to his mouth 
and must be fed. All day he lies there 
in that little bed unable to move hand or 
foot, and in that condition he will remain 
until death ends his life. And he may live 
as he is until he is an old man. The hos- 
pital is not tae place for such an invaiid 
and yet there is no place tu which we can 
send him.’’ 


Such a Place Is Needed. 
Drifting to the subject of incurable pa- 
tients Dr. Brewster said: 


“This city needs right now an institution 
for incurables. There are many people in 
Atlanta who are vunabie to take care of 
themselves on account of some incurable 
malady. Under the rules of the Grady 
hospital they cannot be taken ip hece and 
they cannot be sent to the almshouse. 
What is to be Gone with such cases? Here 
is the Fuller child, and there are scores 


and infirm, and I say that Atlanta must 
soon provide for sucn people 
“But that doesn’t settle the fate of Ren- 


| der Fuller. A law which would allow such 


aman as Bud Fuller te escape a life-long 
sentence is surely defective somewhere. I 
have been thinking much about this Ittile 
boy and | presume we will have to keep 
him here for awhile at least until he can 
be permanently provided for.”’ 


In twelve menths from now Fuller will 
be a free man and will have rid himself of 
the ohild he left to die inthe woods. In 
the meantime the poor little creature is in 
everybody's way, unwanted andj homeless.

Even if Mr. Danforth had not liked At- 
lanta before he made his recent visit here, 
it is certain that he will always think of 
the Gate City of the South now very 
pleasantly. While here he was treated to a 
surprise of a kind seldom experienced. The 
surprise was in meeting an old friend who 
he had not seen in twenty-five years and 
who he supposed to be dead. Had ine not 
made the trip to Atlanta it is likely that 
the meeting would never have taken place. 

Two Old Friends Meet. 

The friend who Mr. Danforth met at 
the Aragon yesterday morning for the 
first time since 1871 Was Mr. Henry C. 
Campbell, of Pittsburg. The surprise was 
equally as great to Mr. Campbell, who bad 
no idea that Mr. Danforth was in Atlanta. 
Mr, Campbell is a gasoline expert of the 
Standard Oj] Company and was in Atlan- 
ta to meet with the insurance people. He 
registered at the Aragon, and though he 
saw Mr. Danforth’s name on the register 
he did not think it was the Danforth he 
had known. 

When Mr. Danforth came to Atlanta Fri- 
day morning and his name was mentioned 
to Mr. Campbell by a Constitution repre- 
sentative he said he had once known a 
gentleman named Danforth, but felt sure 
his name was Elliot A. Danforth. ‘‘Why, 
this must be my friend Danforth's son.” 
said Mr. Campbell. “He would have been 
an old man by this time and this is sure- 
ly his son. J] must g0 and see the young 
man.*’ 

Saturday morning, when a two-column 
cut of Mr. Danforth appeared in The Con- 
stitution, Mr. Campbell saw a slight resem- 
blance in the picture to his friend of the 
seventies, but id DOt suspect that it 
was his old friend. 

Yesterday morning when he went into 
the dining room of the Aragon he saw 
Mr. Danforth He recognized Mr. Dan- 
forth by the cut published tn The Con- 
stitution, and after cOnversing with him a 
few minutes discovered that it was his old 
friend. The glad look that came .nto the 
eyes of the two gentlemen as they clasped 
hands displayed mutual happiness. For 
hours they talked and discussed old times. 

“Mr. Campbell] and I met out in Cojorado 
in 1871," said Mr. Danforth, “when we 
were both prospecting. He was in very 
poor health. We were both young men and 
became strong friends. After I ieft we cor- 
responded for a.number of years, but final- 
ly lost sight of each other. I had often 
thought of him, but supposed that his 
health had failed him and he had died. 

“The meeting this morning was ceriain- 
ly a pleasant surprise. I had never ex- 
pected to see my old friend again. And 
just think. we were in the same hotel, 
seeing each other daily and neither of us 
dreamed who the other was.”

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St. Valentine Has Made This a Day 
for Loving Messages. 


MANY MISSIVES SENT THIS YEAR 


How the Custom Originated and Some 
Curious and Interesting Ob- 
servances. 


Today is a new St. Valentine’s Day and 
here is @ new story of its origin that has 
recently come to light. 

Just before St. Valentine’s head was cut 
off in Rome on February Mth, many years 
ago, he observed two birds billing and 
cooing on the eaves of a house rear by. 
This love-making of the birds caused him 
to think of the sweetheart he had once 
loved and he asked the headsman if he 
might not send her a token of remem- 
brance. The executioner consented and 
the’ brave old man took a stylus and open- 
ing a vein, dipped into his blood and 
wrote in carmine letters a message of kve 
to the one far away. 

That is why everybody sends somebcdy 
a valentine on this day. 

The legend says that the message of the 
Patron saint of lovers fell unheeded by 
his headless body and that the two birds 
seeing it, took it in their bills and carrted 
it to the blood-written address. That is 
why birds with letters in their bills cre on 
nearly all love valentines. 

There have been thousands of disputes 
@s to the origin of St. Valentine’s day, 
but the foregoing is authentic. for ‘rt was 
printed in a child’s picture book published 
many years ago. 

But the day is sufficient unto ‘tsclf and 
not many people worry over how the cus- 
tom of sending valentines started They 
will send them anyway. Today more yal- 
entines will be sent in A‘laata than on 
last year’s valentine day, thoug1 .n cther 
cities the custom fs waning: Last rear the 
lovers of the day complained that the cus- 
tom was on a decline, and they presented 
postoffice statistics to prove it, but this 
year the old saint himself could net com- 
plaip, for the book atores are no. The 
dealers in valentines say that the sales 
have been very large this y®ar. ‘he cheap 
comic valentines have not sold as well as 
the handsome affairs which carry messages 
of love. This its refreshing, for it looked 
for a while as if the pretty cnuriemi would 
be changed into that of wenling h'deous 
nightmares of the printer’s art. But there 
are many of the comic valcn:acs this 
year and they are uglier than ever t« fere. 
Some of them are so deligh*fully *crrible 
as to be funny. The verses ave as bad as 
usual. 

One popular notion regarding the origin 
of St. Valentine’s day is that all the birds 
mate on the Mth of February. ‘This su- 
perstition is still believed by thousands 
of good people. This idea has originated 
the custom of having ‘Valentine draw- 
ings’ on this day. These drawings are 
parties where the names of all the eirls 
are placed in a box and every young man 
present draws a slip. In the country dis- 
tricts where this custom ts observed the 
girl whose name is drawn by a young 
swain is his sweetheart for the ensuing 
year. Some of the matches are for all 
time. but some of them are so incongruous 
as to bring curses on the old saint. An- 
other way to have valentine drawings Is 
to have a party and let all present put 
their valentines into a _ box. They are 
drawn out and given to those to whom 
addressed. This is better than sending 
through the mails. All valentines are not 
“store bought.’’. Thousands of people 
write tender missives of love to their 
sweethearts and send them as valentines. 
But these last do not get into print unless 
a breach of promise suit occurs,

THE WISE AND FOOLISH VIRGINS 


Dr. Candler Usces the Parable of the 
Ten Virgins To Illustrate 
His Thoughts. 


ULLY five thousand persons listened 
. to an able address by Dr. Warren A. 

Candler at the tabernacle yesterday 
afternoon. Dr. Candler preached on the 
importance of being ready for the coming 
of Christ. He took as his text the parable 
of the five wise and the five fodlish vV.-r- 
gins, in the twenty-fifth chapter of Mat- 
thew. He said: 

“The seripture account of sin is that 
it was not in the world and did not origi- 
nate here. Now, the Lord's methods of get- 
ting it out of the world is the thing which 
we ought to study. ‘Those methods are 
certainly unworldly. 

“To begin with, we find the. Lord in his 
mission of saving the world not appetnnug 
to any worldly sense. But we find Him 
clothing the naked, feeding the hungry and 
Visiting the sick.. He does not undertake 
to appeal to’any earthly sympathy, He 
will take the people to the furthest end 
of the earth and say to them, ‘l was hun- 
gry and ye gave me no meat; | was thirsty, 
and ye gave me no drink; I was naked and 
ye clothed me not. Go, ye cursed, into 
everlasting) punishment.’ But unto others 
He will s«! ‘T was naked and ye clothed 
me. When I was ahungered ye fave me 
to eat, and athirst ve gave me to 
drink. When 1 sick ye visited mie, 
Come, ve, into eternal joys of thy
